William H. Neukom has been a member of the Giants ownership group 
since 1995 and a general partner since 2003. He was previously a part- 
ner in the Seattle office of the international law firm K&L Gates and 
is immediate past president of the American Bar Association. Newkom 
has also served as the lead lawyer for Microsoft for nearly 25 years, 
including 17 years as the General Counsel and head of Microsoft's 
legal, government affairs and philanthropic activities, 

In 2006, Neukom founded the World Justice Project, a multina- 
tional, multidisciplinary initiative to strengthen the rule of law world- 
wide. Through a multi-pronged approach, the Project seeks to create 
an international network of stakeholders who undertake programs to create communities of equity 
and opportunity around the world 

His other community work includes serving as: a member of the Dartmouth College Board of 
Trustees from 1996 — 2007 (chair 2004 — 2007); a member of the University of Puget Sound Board 
of Trustees from 1995 - 2006; a member of the Dean’s Council at Stanford Law School from 1999 
to present; member of the YMCA of Greater Seattle Board of Directors from 1988 - 2007; chair of 
the Gates Challenge Endowment Campaign of the United Way of King County from 2002 — 2007; 
member of the Greater Seattle Chamber of Commerce Board of Trustees {rom 1987 to present 
(chair 2001 - 2002), member of the Pacific Council on International Policy from 2002 to present; 
and member of the Policy Consensus Center from 2004 to present.

PRESIDENT 


A fourth generation San Franciscan with impeccable credentials in the 
world of marketing, television, film and politics, Larry Baer has gained 
a national reputation as one of professional sports’ leading, visionaries. 
A limited partner of the Giants’ ownership group, he was named team 
president October 1, 2008, replacing Peter Magowan in this role upon 
his retirement, After having served as executive vice president since 
December 1992, Baer was named chief operating officer of the franchise in 
May 1996. In that same year, he was named president of the China Basin 
Ballpark Corporation (CBBC), a private entity formed by Giants investors 
to finance and build the new ballpark, which opened in April 2000. 

Under his direction, the Giants enjoyed perhaps their finest hour in San Francisco in 2000, 
The franchise sold 3,244,320 tickets, shattering the all-time club attendance record by more than 
650,000. AT&T Park opened to widespread acclaim as one of the “best ballparks ever built,” and 
Baer joined then-team president Peter Magowan in being honored with throwing out the first 
pitch at the park's historic Opening Day, April 11, 2000. The club has enjoyed continued success 
at AT&T Park, ranking third in the National League and fourth overall in cumulative attendance 
since 2000 with 28,694,924 fans, trailing only the Yankees (34,096,151), Dodgers (30,736,466) 
and Cardinals (29,350,742) over the same period, The Giants are also the standard bearer in all of 
baseball for sponsorship revenue, while branding the park as one of the most popular venues in 
the country for special events. The Giants reached the three-million mark in attendance for each 
of the first eight seasons at AT&T Park, becoming just the fourth team in Major League history to 
reach that mark over eight consecutive years. 

The San Francisco Lowell High School graduate was the driving force behind every phas 
of the ballpark project, including the park's original design hy HOK Sports; the successful voter 
campaign in March 1996, the subsequent private financing package that featured the highly sue- 
cessful Charter Seat program; the unprecedented drive to secure a record 28,000 full-season ticket 
holders, and the final construction of the facility —a San Francisco landmark. 

Baer is responsible for the overall day-to-day functioning of the Giants organization, both on 
the business and baseball sides of the operation. A key leader in assembling the new ownership 
group and negotiating the 1992 sale which kept the Giants in San Francisco, he has been a key 
strategist and negotiator of the club's major transactions since that time, beginning with the Barry 
Bonds signing in November 1992 through the awarding of the 2007 All-Star Game 

He was also a driving force in the Giants’ partnership with Comcast on the new regional sports 
network which debuted in 2008, with the club serving as a part owner. Baer also negotiated the 
club's pact with NBC Bay Area, the Giants’ over-the-air television partner. 

Alter earning Phi Beta Kappa honors at the University of California in 1980, Baer joined the 
Giants as the club's marketing director. During his initial three-year stint with the Giants, he 
helped direct the highly acclaimed “Croix de Candlestick” campaign, among other successful mar 
keting plans, In 1983, he left the Giants to attend Harvard Business School, followed by a four-year 
tenure at Westinghouse Broadcasting in San Francisco and New York, He finally returned to the 
fants in December 1992 from CBS, Inc, in New York, where he had served as special assistant to 
the network's chairman, Laurence Tisch. 

In 1996, Baer was accorded the San Francisco Distinguished Leadership Award, a highly cay- 
eted honor given to individuals who have contributed to their community and provided leadership 
for a better quality of life, In addition, the Giants executive received the prestigious “Sports Torch 
of Learning Award" by the Scopus Society of the American Friends of The Hebrew University in 
1995 and the Anti-Defamation League's Torch of Liberty Award in 2001 

Baer serves on the Board of Major League Baseball Enterprises, which oversees national televi- 
sion and radio contract negotiations, national sponsorship and licensing programs as well as (he 
overall marketing of the industry 

Baer is a member of the boards of the California Academy of Sciences, the San Francisco 
Committee on Jobs, the Executive Committee of the Bay Area Council, and is a member of the 
board of the Boys and Girls Club of San Francisco, For the second year, he serves as co-chair of 
Jewish Vocational Services annual fundraising event and participates with his wife and family in 
support of San Francisco General Hospital,

PRESIDENT EMERITUS 


Recognized as one of Major League Baseball's most progressive leaders, 
Peter Magowan retired in September of 2008 after serving 16 seasor 
as the Giants’ president and managing general partner. A longtime 
resident of San Francisco and lifelong baseball enthusiast, Magowan is 
credited with playing a critical role in two major events that kept the 
Giants in Northern California 

In an Lith-hour effort, Magowan and a group of civic-minded 
San Franciscans saved the Giants from relocating to Tampa Bay 
in December 1992. The successful rescue had special meaning [or 
Magowan, a New York native who moved to San Francisco with his 
family about the same time the Giants moved west in 1958. 

Then in December 1995, Magowan unveiled a revolutionary plan to build a new, privately 
funded 41,000-seat ballpark at China Basin which would further ensure successful Major League 
Baseball in San Francisco well into the 21st Century 

For his efforts in overseeing the building of the nationally acclaimed ballpark, Magowan was 
named the 2000 Sports Executive of the Year by Street & Smith's Sports Business Journal 

During his 15-year tenure, the Giants reached the post season four times, including the 2002 
World Series. He also received numerous awards for the organization's innovative community 
work, including becoming the first professional sports team to host a benefit game for AIDS. 

Prior to joining the Giants, Magowan spent 37 years with Safeway, Inc, before resigning his 
position on the board of directors on March 31, 2005. Originally named chairman and CEO in 
1980, he relinquished the CEO title in 1993 when he joined the Giants. In May of 1998, he retired 
from his position as chairman, then stayed on the board of directors until 2005. 

A 1964 Stanford graduate with a degree in American literature, Magowan received his masters 
degree in politics, philosophy and economics from Oxford University. He also completed two years 
of additional postgraduate work at the Johns Hopkins School of Advanced International Studies. 
He and his wife, Debby, live in San Francisco.

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BASEBALL OPERATIONS 


SENIOR VICE PRESIDENT AND GENERAL MANAGER 


Brian Sabean, whose distinguished baseball pedigree and shrewd player 
acquisitions have transformed the Giants into the National League's fourth- 
winningest team over the past 12 seasons, was named San Francisco's 
vice president and general manager Sept. 30, 1996. By stewarding the 
to four post season berths during his 12 years at the helm, he has guided 
the club to half of its eight playoff appearances over its first 51 seasons in 
San Francisco. 

Since Sabean assumed the GM reins, the Giants have won a National League pennant (2002), 
three NL West Division {lags (1997, 2000 and 2003), been a Wild Card entry (2002) and forced 
a Wild Card tie-breaker game with Chicago in 1998, while posting a 1,032-910 mark during that 
12-year span. Sabean’s .531 winning percentage at the helm of San Francisco is the 12th highest 
among all Genetal Managers since 1950 and ranks third among active GMs. 

Iw his 17th year with the organization and 24th season as a baseball front olfice executive, the 
52-year-old Sabean was honored as Major League Baseball's Executive of the Year by both The Sporting 
News and Baseball America in 2003. In his first s the Giants’ GM, the Concord, NH native finished 
second in The Sporting News’ 1997 Executive of the Year balloting, He seized national headlines for 
his bold player moves that season, engineering some of baseball's most successful blockbuster trades, 
which catapulted San Francisco to its first divisional championship in eight years. 

During his 12-year tenure as GM, Sabean has acquired some of the game's best players via trades. 
They have included: All-Stars Jeff Kent, Jason Schmidt, Robb Nen, Kenny Lofton, Andres Galarraga, 
Ellis Burks, Joe Carter, Roberto Hernandez, Wilson Alvarez and Jose Mesa. The Giants GM has been 
known to bring reinforcements during the July 31 uading deadline, acquiring the likes of Schmidt, 
Burks, Hernandez, Alvarez and Randy Winn during his tenure, 

Sabean has overseen an overhaul of the baseball operations department, with the arrivals of 
Ron Schueler, John Barr and Ed Creech as well as the promotion of Fred Stanley to ovi the 
farm system.

Bobby Evans begins his 16th season in the Giants baseball operations depart- 
ment and his first year as Vice President of Baseball Operations. Previously 
the team's director of player personnel and director of minor league opera- 
tions, he assists Brian Sabean in heading contract negotiations, waiver and 
rule compliance, budgets at both the major and minor league levels and is 
involved in all areas of baseball operations. He played an integral part of the 

Giants signing 75 of their first 83 selections over the last three First-Year Player Drafts. 

Evans is a 1991 graduate of the University of North Carolina-Chapel Hill, where he was the 
recipient of the John Motley Morehead Scholarship Award. He first joined San Francisco in 1994 
as administrative assistant, minor leagues. He was elevated to assistant director of player develop- 
ment the following year and served the Giants in that capacity until his promotion to director of 
minor league administration in 1998 followed by director of Player Personnel in 2005. 

Previously, Evans served as an administrator in the Commissioner's Office in New York. During 
his three-year tenure there, he worked in baseball operations and minor league operations. Evans 
also interned with the Boston Red Sox in the player development and scouting departments during 
the summer of 1989.

He was a major league scout for more than 40 years, the last 13 
years with the Giants. Born in New York City and a longtime New Jersey 
resident, Joe started his scouting career in 1964 with the Phillies and 
scouted for the Yankees for 16 years before moving on to the Giants. 


TED UHLAENDER (1940-2009) 


A former player, big league coach and major league scout with 50 
years of baseball experience, Uhlaender excelled in both baseball and 
in life and his trusted opinions were valued by everyone he worked 
with. He spent nine seasons working with the Giants, serving as a 
special assistant in scouting. Born in Illinois, Uhlaender started his 
baseball career in 1961 and played eight professional seasons with 
Minnesota, Cleveland and Cincinnati before moving into the front 
Offices of the Yankees, Diamondbacks and Giants.

SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER 


Felipe Alou, a man whose name is synonomous with the Giants, returns for 

his third season as a special assistant to the general manager alter serving 

the club’s manager from 2003-06. He will work very closely with Brian 
Sabean on special assignments, ranging from Major League scouting and 
player acquisition to minor league instruction. He will provide evaluations 
and recommendations at both levels. 

The Dominican icon will continue a long and storied career with the franchise, beginning with 
hhis playing days as a member of the original San Francisco Giants club in 1958, During his four- 
year tenure at the helm of the Giants he accumulated a 342-304 record, which ranks sixth on the 
wins list for San Francisco skippers, 

The 2009 campaign will mark Alow’s 34th season in prolessional baseball. Following a distin- 
guished 17-year playing career that ended in 1974, he was appointed a minor league manager in 
1976 and remained in uniform each year through the 2006 campaign. 

In 13 years as a Major League manager, the 1994 National League Manager of the Year posted 
a 1,033-1,021-1 ledger and became just the 53rd skipper since 1900 to register 1,000 wins. The 
Haina, Dominican Republic native is the first manager of Latin descent to win 1,000 games in the 
big leagues, and is only the third foreign-born skipper to reach (he milestone (current Giants skip- 
per Bruce Bochy, France, 1,094-1,156, and Harry Wright, England, 1,000-825), 

Alou became the first Dominican-born manager in Major League history when he assumed control 
of the Montreal Expos on May 22, 1992, He was the fourth Latin American head man born in the 
Caribbean Islands, following Mike Gonzalez (Cuba), Preston Gomez (Cuba) and Cookie Rojas (Cuba), 

Primarily an outliclder during his playing days, the second Dominican-born player to reach the 
majors (lollowing Ozzie Virgil with the 1956 New York Giants) was a three-time All-Star during a 
17-year career with the Giants (1958-63), Milwaukee and Atlanta Braves (1964-69), Oakland Athletics 
(1970-71), New York Yankees (1971-73), Montreal Expos (1973) and Milwaukee Brewers (1974) 

Alou, and his wile Lucie, make their home in Boynton Beach, FL with their two children, 
Valerie and Felipe, Jr, He is also the father of daughters Maria, Christia, Cheri and Jenniler, along 
with sons Jose, Moises, Felipe Jose and Luis.

SPECIAL ASSISTANT TO THE GENERAL MANAGER, SCOUTING 


Longtime baseball executive John Barr is in his second season with the 
Giants and will oversee amateur and international scouting. 

Under Barr's guidance last season, the Giants drafted Buster Posey, who 
earned the 2008 Golden Spikes award, and who is currently ranked as the 
second-best prospect by Baschall America in San Francisco's farm system 
For their stellar draft class last season, which also included supplemental 
pick Conor Gillaspie, the Giants were tabbed by ESPN as having the top draft in 2008, while rank- 
ing second by Baseball America, Although he was not drafted, the club also signed outfield prospect 
Ralael Rodriguez, one of the top international players 

Barr, who was instrumental in the selection and signing of current All catcher Russell 
Martin as well as relievers Jonathan Broxton and Scott Proctor during his 10-year stint as the 
Dodgers East Coast scouting supervisor. will begin his 25th season as a baseball executive in 2009 
He has served asa scouting director for the Baltimore Orioles (1989-90) and New York Mets (1994= 
97), while also working as the assistant general manager for the San Diego Padres (1991-93). Aer 
entering the baseball front olfice ranks in 1984 with the Mets as an administrative assistant to the 
minor leagues and scouting, the Audubon, NJ native became the East Coast scouting director for 
the Minnesota Twins in 1988, 

The 51-year-old Barr was also responsible for selecting Mike Mussina (1990) and Ben McDonald 
(1989) with the Orioles’ first-round draft picks, while also tabbing Paul Wilson for the Mets in 
1904. During his tenure as the scouting director for the Mets, he also picked right-handed pitcher 
AJ. Burnett, along with outfielders Jay Payton and Terrence Long. 

Barr was inducted into the Mid-Atlantic Scouts Hall of Fame this past November and will be 
inducted into the Professional Baseball Scouts Hall of Fame this summer.

Longtime [ront office executive Tony Siegle is in his third stint with the 
Giants alter rejoining the club in 2007 as a senior advisor in the baseball 
operations department. He assists Brian Sabean and baseball operations in 
waiver and rules compliance, contract negotiations, arbitration and trade 
discussions, 

Siegle. who has worked in Major League Baseball for the last four 
decades, was previously with San Francisco during a five-year run from 1990-04 and again for a 
brief stay during the 2001 season. Originally tabbed as San Francisco's director of minor league 
operations in August, 1990, he was elevated to the role of vice president, baseball administration 
and operations in December, 1992 

Prior to rejoining the Giants, Siegle spent five seasons (2002-06) as the assistant general 
manager of the Washington Nationals franchise, first under G.M, Omar Minaya and then Jim 
Bowden, Appointed to the position in February, 2002, when the club was still the Montreal Expos, 
he helped oversee a myriad of personnel moves while navigating the unique circumstances of a 
franchise in transition. 

A former officer in the U.S. Navy, Siegle began his Major League Baseball career in 1965 as 
the scoreboard operator at the Astrodome in Houston, and spent the 1969 season as the Phillies’ 
director of stadium operations. He moved to the baseball operations side with Milwaukee in 1970 
and has since enjoyed a distinguished career in a variety of front office posts with the Brewers 
(1970-79), Astros (1979-82), Phillies (1982-88 and 2001), Padres (1989), Angels (1990), Giants

He wrote and produced 
the award-winning campaign video and served as the campaign's principal spokesperson. Bair 
also negotiated the ballpark real estate transaction and the successful effort to gain all of the local, 
regional, state and federal governmental approvals necessary to construct and open the ballpark 
on time for the 2000 season. Bair also coordinated ballpark improvement projects in Arizona, the 
Dominican Republic and Candlestick Park and developed China Basin Park and its historical ele- 
ments at McCovey Point. 

Bair participates actively in the club’s Latin American Operations and conceived of, planned 
and led the Giants efforts to renovate fields at an orphanage in the Alou family’s hometown in 
the Dominican Republic.

ASSISTANT TO THE PRESIDENT 


Regarded by many as the best all-around player in baseball history, Willie 
Mays returned to San Francisco in 1986 and now enters his 22nd season in 
the Giants’ front office. In 1993, in one of his first public statements alter 
assuming ownership of the team, former Giants President and Managing 
General Partner Peter Magowan announced that the franchise was signing, 
Mays to a lifetime contract 

Magowan also announced in 1997 that the front entrance of the club’s new ballpark would 
feature a world-class statue of Mays.and the official address of the park would be 24 Willie Mays 
Plaza. The 77-year-old Mays serves as a Giant emissary. He visits the Giants’ minor league teams, 
as well as Spring Training camp. The Westlield, AL native also makes appearances on behalf of the 
club at a variety of civic and charitable events throughout the Bay Area for the Giants Community 
Fund, He has also made generous contributions to needy children throughout the country through 
his own Say Hey Foundation charity 

During his 22-year Major League playing career, Mays was named Most Valuable Player twice. 
11 years apart, first as a New York Giant and then as a San Francisco Giant. He holds the all-time 
record for putouts by an outlielder, with a career total of 7,095. He compiled 3,283 hits, won 12 
Gold Gloves and appeared in 24 All-Star games. He was third on the all-time home run list with 
660 until 2003 when his godson, Barry Bonds, passed him. His career batting average was .302 
and for eight consecutive years, he drove in more than 100 runs a season. The “Say Hey Kid” was 
inducted into the Hall of Fame in 1979, the first year of his eligibility (the ninth player to make it 
on his first try). Mays’ uniform number has been retired by the Giants, as he remains the lranchise 
leader in games played (2,857), at-bats (10.477). runs (2.011), hits (3,187), doubles (504), home 
runs (646). total bases (3,907) and extra base hits (1,289). 

More recently, Willie Mays has received numerous honors as one of the premier athletes of the 
past 100 years, The Sporting News ranked him second only to Babe Ruth among the 100 greatest 
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baseball players of the 20th century. ESPN listed him as eighth in their ranking of the top 50 
athletes of the century. In 2003, former Governor Gray Davis appointed Willie Mays to the State 
Board of Directors of the California African American Museum 

He is also the spokesperson for HealthSpring, a Medicare Advantage plan benefiting senior 
citizens in the Southeastern part of the country as well as the spokesperson for The Institute on 
Aging in San Francisco. He has received honorary degrees from Ohio State University, Ohio and 
Yale University, Connecticut and Mills College and Dartmouth. 

Major League Baseball and the Giants honored Mays’ lifetime achievements in an on-field trib- 
ute prior to the 2007 All-Star Game at AT&T Park. During the festivities, the Boys & Girls Club 
at Hunters Point officially became the Willie Mays Boys & Girls Club at Hunters Point after the 
clubhouse was rebuilt

Willie McCovey 


SENIOR ADVISOR 


Willie McCovey, whose Hall of Fame playing career with the San Francisco 
Giants spanned four decades. enters his 10th season as senior advisor ta 
the team. 

McCovey, who had hit more home runs (521) than any other left-handed 
hitter in National League history before Barry Bonds passed him in 2001, 
began his first formal association with the Giants’ current ownership group 
in 2000. He had previously made special public appearances on an ad hoc basis for the present 
and previous administrations over the past several years, but had not held a formal front office 
position with the team since 1986. 

In honor of the Hall of Fame great, the portion of San Francisco Bay behind right field at AT&T 
Park has been named “McCoyey Cov 2003, the Giants unveiled a statue of McCovey at China 
Basin Park, which is located across from AT&T Park on the southern shoreline of MeCovey Cove 
He was honored during the Home Run Derby during the 2007 All-Star Game lestivities 

In his current position, McCovey offers his expertise to Giants players when possible, appear- 
ing at Spring Training and during the regular season. He also makes occasional speaking appear- 
ances, and performs other valuable functions for the team. 

One of the most respected and feared hitters in baseball during his 22-year career in the majors, 
McCovey was a six-time All-Star, ranks second to Lou Gehrig in career grand slams (18) and hit the 
most homers (231) ever at Candlestick Park. “Stretch” also established a Major League record for 
most seasons played (22) asa first baseman. In addition, he became the fifth player in MLB history 
to earn back-to-back home run and RBL titles, hitting 36 homers and driving in 105 runs in 1968 
and then capturing NL Most Valuable Player honors with 45 home runs and 126 RBI in 1969, 

McCovey, 70, has made an on-field appearance at the close of every season—with the excep- 
tion of a few recent years due to his knee ailments—to present the Willie Mac Award. The only 

jiants award ever named after a former player, the Willie Mae Award was established in 1980 and 
is given to the Giants player who best exemplifies the spirit and leadership consistently shown by’ 
McCovey throughout his career. 


COMMUNITY AMBASSADOR 


Orlando Cepeda, who was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 1999, 
is recognized nationally for his humanitarian efforts as an ambassador 
for baseball and the San Francisco Giants. He begins his 20th season as 
a community representative for the team and is a member of the C 
Community Fund Advisory Board. 

In his current role, the “Baby Bull” visits mner-city schools in the Bay 

Area and throughout the United States, speaking to “at-risk” children about the dangers of drugs 

and alcohol. The 71-year-old Ponce, PR. native also serves as the honorary spokesman for the 

Crohn's & Colitis Foundation of America 

A lifetime .297 hitter with 379 home runs and 1,365 RBI during his 17-year playing career with 
the Giants, Cardinals, Braves, A's, Red Sox and Royals, Cepeda hit a home run against the Dodgers 
in his very first Major League game April 15, 1958. He went on to win 1958 Rookie of the Year 
honors, the 1966 Comeback Player of the Year award, the 1967 NL Most Valuable Player trophy

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and 1973 Designated Hitter of the Year laurels. He appeared in three World Series, was a six-time 
All-Star and hit over .300 nine times in his career. 

On July 25, 1999, Cepeda was inducted into the Baseball Hall of Fame during ceremonies in 
Cooperstown, NY. He became only the second Puerto Rico native to enter the Hall, joining the late 
Roberto Clemente. Two weeks earlier on July 11, 1999, Cepeda had his uniform No. 30 retired by 
the Giants during ceremonies at Candlestick Park. As one of the 10 players in the Giants’ 125-yeat 
history to have their jersey number retired, he joins Willie Mays, Willie McCovey, Juan Marichal 
and Gaylord Perry as the only five San Francisco players to receive such an honor. 

In 1993, the Baby Bull was also inducted into the Puerto Rico Sports Hall of Fame, while in 
1909, he was elected to the Missouri Sports Hall of Fame for his great years with the St. Louis 
Cardinals which followed his tenure with the Giants. In 2004, he was one of four men to receive 
the Major League Baseball Players Alumni Association's Achievement Awards, the MLBPAA’s high- 
est alumni honor, He was joined by Jim Bunning, Al Kaline and the late Roger Maris 

In 2008, the Giants unveiled a nine-foot bronze statue of Cepeda at the Second Street entrance 
to AT&T Park 

Cepeda and his wile, Miriam, reside in Fairfield. They have four sons—Orlando, Jr., Hector 
Malcolm and Ali Manuel

Hall of Fame broadcaster and local legend Lon Simmons rejoined the Giants 
in 2006, serving in a capacity as a community ambassador and fill-in 
broadcaster.

The 2004 Ford Frick Award winner originally teamed with fellow 
Hall-of-Famer Russ Hodges to form arguably the finest broadcast team in sports history in 1958 
to kick off the first of three different stints in the Giants broadcast booth (1958-73, ‘76-78 and 
96-2002) that spanned 23 seasons.

He will also attend the Giants Spring 
Training Camp in Scottsdale, Arizona and will visit one of the Giants’ minor 
league teams each year. 

Clark, who brings the experience of a 15-year Major League playing career to the Giants, previ- 
ously worked as an advisor to the Arizona Diamondbacks’ coaching staff in spring training from 
2004-2008. 

Drafied by the Giants in the first round (second overall pick) of the 1985 June drafi, Clark spent 
his first eight big league seasons in a San Francisco uniform, compiling a .299 batting average with 
249 doubles, 37 triples, 176 home runs and 709 RBI in 1,160 games. He can be found throughout 
the SF-era record books, ranking in the top 10 for batting average (fourth), games (eighth), at-bats 
(seventh — 4,269), runs (lifth - 687), hits (fifth - 1,278), doubles (fourth), home runs (seventh), RBI 
(sixth) and walks (sixth — 506) 

One of the best clutch hitters of his time, Clark hit over 300 on 10 occasions. In 1988, he 
became the first Giants player to drive in 90 or more runs in consecutive seasons since Bobby 
Murcer in 1975-76. He had one of his finest seasons in 1989, when he batted .333 with 111 RBI, 
and finished second in the NL Most Valuable Player voting to Giants teammate Kevin Mitchell. He 
was however named MVP of the ’89 NLCS, alter batting .650 with a pair of homers and eight RBI, 
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helping San Francisco defeat Chicago four-games-to-one. 

One of the premier first basemen in the National League during his time with San Francisco, 
Clark was also an outstanding defensive player, winning a Rawlings Gold Glove in 1991 

The New Orleans, LA native owned a .303 lifetime average with 284 home runs and 1,205 RBI 
over 1,976 career games for the Giants (1986-1993), Rangers (1994-98), Orioles (1999-2000) and 
Cardinals (2000) 

Clark, who was a two-time All American at Mississippi State University, was the winner of the 
Golden Spikes Award as the country’s top collegiate player in 1985, hitting .420 with 25 home runs 
and 77 RBI in 65 games. He was inducted into the College Baseball Hall of Fame in 2006 and was 
inducted into the Mississippi Sports Hall of Fame in 2008 

He resides in Prairieville, LA with his wife Lisa and their son, Trey and daughter, Ella

RELIEF PITCHERS’ SAVE RU! pitcher is credited with a Save when he meets all three 
of the following conditions: 1) he is the finishing pitcher in a game won by his club, 2) he 

is not the winning pitcher, and, 3) he qualifies under one of the following conditions: a) he 
enters the game with a lead of no more than three runs and pitches for at least one inning, 
of, b) he enters the game with the potential tying run either on base, at bat or on deck, or, 
c) he pitches effectively for at least three innings. 


PLAYER LIMITS: 40, until Opening Day, when the number must be reduced to 25, until 
‘September 1, when it again becomes 40. 


FIELDING CHAMPIONSHIP QUALIFICATIONS: The individual fielding champions shall be 
the fielders with the highest fielding average at each position, provided: 


(1) A catcher must have participated as a catcher in at least one-half the number of 
games scheduled for each club in his league that season; 


(2) An infielder or outfielder must have participated at his position in at least two-thirds of 
the number of games scheduled for each club in his league that season; 

(3) A pitcher must have pitched at least as many innings as the number of games sched- 
uled for each club in his league that season. EXCEPTION: If another pitcher has a field- 
ing average as high or higher, and has handled more total chances in a lesser number of 
innings, he shall be the fielding champion. 


CONSECUTIVE-GAME HITTING STREAKS: A consecutive-game hitting streak shall not be 
terminated if all the player's plate appearances (one or more) result in a base on balls, hit 
batsman, defensive interference or a sacrifice bunt. The streak shall terminate if the player 
has a sacrifice fly and no hit.

The Fall Classic returned after a year's hiatus and 
Hall of Famer Christy Mathewson made it his 
showcase, leading the Giants to their first World 
Championship with three shutout victories, 

The r-old right-hander, who had 32 vie- 
tories in 1905 to register his third straight 30-win 
season, shut down the Philadelphia Athletics in 
ww York's five-game victory. In the space of six 
days, he pitched three shutouts and permitted just 
14 hits overall 

Mathewson even played a part in the 
Giants’ offense during a 3-0 Game #1 victory in 
Philadelphia. He ignited a two-run rally in’ the 
fifth inning to break open a scoreless contest, then 
went on to shut out the Athletics on four hits 

New York skipper John McGraw. who boy- 
coued the 1904 World Series vs. the Boston Red 
Sox. didnt have to rely solely on Mathewson to 


get him the lille: He also had Red Ames and Joe 
MeGinnity, who won 22 and 21 games during the 
regular season, respectively, in his rotation 

Those (wo hurlers worked in Game #2, but 
MeGinnity was ticketed with the deleat after sur- 
tendering three unearned runs in a 3-0 defeat. 

Mathewson was staked to a 2-0, Ist inning 
lead in Game #3 and responded by blanking 
Philadelphia on four hits, First baseman Dan 
McGann was the Giants big gun in the 9-0 romp, 
collecting two singles and a double while driving 
in four runs. 

McGinnity rebounded from his Game #2 
deleat to shut out Eddie Plank and Philadelphia 
in a classic 1-0 pitchers’ duel in Game #4.

In the first World Series between two Wild Card 
teams, the Giants and Anaheim Angels lived up to 
the moniker, combining to set numerous offensive 
records ina memorable seven-game Fall Classic 

Anaheim emerged from the fireworks with it’s 
first World Championship in franchise histor 
while San Francisco was saddled with hearth 
after seeing a title slip away just five outs from 
the pinnacle 

The clubs split the first two contests in 
Anaheim, with Barry Bonds grabbing the spot- 
light in his first appearance on the World Series 
stage, San Francisco's left fielder clubbed a solo 
homer in his first at-bat to spark a 4-3 Giants win 
in Game #1, then connected fora mammoth ninth:

The first All-Star Game at AT&T Park lived 
up to its billing, with the best of baseball turn 
ing ina thrilling contest in front of 33,965 fa 
Most importantly, the game was San Francisco 
in all of its essence - beginning with an emo- 
tional pre-game tribute to Hall of Famer Willie 
Mays, the greatest Giant of them all. 

True to Mays’ greatness, the Midsumme 
Classic featured a little bit of everything - 
including the first inside-the-park home run 
in All-Star Game history, hit by Ichiro Suzuki 
en route to Most Valuable Player honors. In the 
end, the American League captured a 3-4 vic- 
tory after withstanding the National League's 
furious two-out, ninth-inning rally. 

Flexing its muscle and speed, the juntor 
circuit jumped out toa 5-2 lead on the strength 
of three home runs. The most memorable —and 
uniquely San Francisco — was Ichiro’s two-run 
shot in the fifth that put the AL ahead 2-1 
With a runner on first and one out, the Seattle 
star drove the first pitch he saw deep to right 
field — where it hit off the asymmetrical wall 
and caromed towards the 42[-foot sign in 
center, By the time right fielder Ken Griffey, Jr 
could relay the ball to the infield, Ichiro had 
scampered around the bases and set All-Star

Following Carl Crawfor 
in the sixth and Victor Martinez’ two-run clout 
in the eighth, the AL gave a three-run lead 10 
closer JJ. Putz in the ninth, Alier the first two 
National League hitters were retired, Dmitri 
Young singled and Alfonso Soriano hammered 
a two-run homer of his own to bring the senior 
circuit within 5-4.

Giants Organization Owns Second Best Record Since 
2005; Augusta and Arizona Champs, Three Other Minor 
League Clubs Reach Playoffs 


The San Francisco Giants’ minor league affiliates 
pul together another successful season in 2008, 
With its farm system boasting the second best 
record (434-330, 568) in organized baseball, 
falling short to the New York Yankees (485-348, 
582). Since 2005, SF's minor league clubs have 
been able to produce the second highest winning 
percentage (1679-1307, .562), behind only the 
Yankees (1809-1373, 369), In 2008 the Giants 
organization had five of their seven affiliates 
make the playofls, including the South Atlantic 
League Champion Augusta GreenJackets, who 
won their first championship since 1999, while 
the Arizona Rookie League Giants were also 
crowned champions. It also was a transitional 
year with five of their minor league clubs’ hav- 
ing new managers at the helm (Connecticut, San 
Jose, Augusta, Salem-Keizer and Arizona). 

The 2008 First-Year Player Draft proved 
to be full of exceptional talent and the Giants 
took advantage, inking their top nine picks 
and netting 36 of their top 50 selections. San 
Francisco stuck to its new philosophy of dralt- 
ing seasoned players out of college in order to 
set them on a fast track through the system. 
SF's compensation pick (#37 oyerall) Conor 
Gillaspie is a prime example of this, reaching 
the majors within 95 days of the June 6 draft 
becoming the quickest Giant to reach the big 
leagues, Prior to Gillaspie pitcher jeff Robinson 
held the club’s mark, making his debut 306 
days following his draft date 

In 2008 the Giants’ big league club looked to 
lls minor league affiliates to provide depth and 
talent to their lineup. Sixteen rookies made their 
Major League debuts for the Giints and overall 
San Francisco had 24 freshmen appear on its ros- 
(er, tied with the Padres for the most in the majors, 
Standouts included Emmanuel Burriss, Alex 
Hinshaw, Sergio Romo and Pablo Sandoval. In 
2008 the Giants also saw the reemergence ol Billy 


Sadler and Travis Ishikawa, who had not seen 
big league action since 2006, 

Burriss started (he season at Fresno where 
he played only 14 games before getting the call 
The shortstop played in 95 games at the big 
league level and his 283 batting avg, ranked 
3rd among NL rookies, Hinshaw and Romo 
proved to be key components for the Giants’ 
bullpen. Hinshaw logged an impressive 3.40 
ERA (39.2ip, 15er) in 48 appearances, 5th-most 
on the club, The southpaw started the season at 
Fresno where he converted 7-ol-8 save oppor- 
tunities and posted a 0.57 ERA. SF's set-up 
man of the future, Romo, is another converted 
closer, as he opened the season at Connecticut 
going L-for-12 in save opportunities. The 
right-hander was exceptional not allowing a 
run in his last 13 outings (17.2ip) and in 29 
appearances he limited batters to a -138 avg 
ndoval was the last of these four players 10 
get called up to the big leagues, The switch hit- 
ling slugger confirmed that he could be a run 
producer, collecting 24 RBI, 2nd to only Bengie 
Molina (29) since his arrival in August. He 
batted a combined .350 with 90 runs, 20 HRs 
and 96 RBI at single-A San Jose and double-A 
Connecticut and was named Giants’ Minor 
League Player of the Year in 2008 

Sadler started the season with Fresno before 
being recalled by Giants in early May. He made 
two stints with Giants and yielded batters to 
a .215 avg, in 33 games. Ishikawa started the 
season with Connecticut before being pro- 
moted to Fresno in June. The Ist baseman hita 
combined 299 with 24 HRs and 04 RBI before 
being recalled in August. In 33 games with SF 
he batted .274 with 15 RBI 

San Francisco had a plethora of young 
pitching talent in their system, highlighted 
by LHP Madison Bumgarner (Giant's Minor 
League Pitcher of the Year), RHP Kevin Pucetas, 
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(California League Pitcher of the Year) RHP Tim 
Alderson and RHP Daniel Otero. Bumgarner 
made his professional debut in 2008 with 
Augusta, going 15-3 with a L46 ERA, alter 
being the Giants #1 selection (10th overall) in 
the 2007 First-Year Player Draft, The left-hander 
was honored with MiLB’s Most Spectacular 
Pitcher award, registering the lowest regular sea- 
son earned run average in a domestic full-season 
league. It was the second consecutive season 
that a Giants minor league pitcher took home 
the honor as Pucetas won last season, posting a 
1:86 ERA lor Augusta, In 2008 Pucetas pitched 
for San Jose and was named California League 
Pitcher of the Year for his 10-2 ledger and 3.02 
ERA, Alderson led the California League with 
his 2,79 ERA lor San Jose. When the 9th inning 
came around there was nobody better this 
season in the Giants organization than Otero, 
who converted 3+ of his 37 save opportunities 
between Augusta and San Jose. The right-hand- 
er's 34 rescues ranked 2nd in all of minor league 
baseball for a full-season. 

With a youth movement stirring it was time 
for the Giants’ organization to test their young 
positions players to find out who is ready for 
the big leagues. Sandoval was the best sur- 
prise for the Giants rising through the rank 
and proving he was ready for the big league: 
but there are still some talented players wait- 
ing in the wings. Highly touted prospects OF 
Nate Schietholtz, OF Darren Ford, IF Olmo. 
Rosario and IF Matt Downs are among a 
handful of prospects on the rise. Schierholtz. 
who was a September call up, had another 
exceptional season with Fresno, batling 320 
with 18 HRs and 73 RBI. He was also a member 
of Team USA at the 2008 Summer Olympics in 
Beijing. Ford, 23, came to the Giants organiza- 
tion in the trade that sent Ray Durham to the 
Brewers. The speedy outfielder stole a com- 
bined 62 bags between San Jose and Brevard 
County (high-A MIL), 2nd-most in the minors, 
Rosario was selected to the Eastern League 
mid-season All-Star squad, and while playing 
for Connecticut he paced the team with LI HRs 
and a .298 batting avg. Matt Downs spent the 
majority of the season at San Jose where he bat- 
ted 304 and led the team in HRs (17) 

Alter having their best record since the 
inaugural 1998 season in 2007 (77-67), triple-A, 
Fresno struggled this season under second year 
manager Dan Rohn, finishing the season 66-77, 
3rd in the PCL Pacife Southern Division. 

Double-A Connecticut was under the direc- 
tion of first year manager Bien Figueroa in 
2008, After battling through the first three 
months of the season logging a 38-43 ledger, 
Connecticut made a run in July posting their 
only winning month (18-11) and bringing their 
season record above 500 (56-54), However, 
(hey finished the season 68-73

The Arizona Giams captured their 2nd 
Arizona League Title in four years under new 
manager Dave Machemer, defeating the Angels 
4-2.

Sandoval posted a very successful season 
at both the minor- and major-league levels in 
2008, The Puerto Cabello, Venezuela native 
opened the season at single-A San Jose before 
jumping to double-A Connecticut and finally 
matriculating 10 San Francisco Aug. 13, The 
switch-hitter combined to hit 350 with 90. 
runs. 38 28s, 3 3Bs, 20 HRs, 96 RBI with a 578 
slugging mark over 112 minor league contests. 

A member of the World Team for the 
Futures Game at Yankee Stadium in 2008, the 
3-I!, 246-pound catcher and first baseman 
ranked 7th among all minor leaguers for bat- 
ting average, 4th with 259 total bases and was 
lied for 8th for RBI at the time of his promo- 
tion to the big leagues.
